The Smithsonian Institution.
The Washington Infelligencer says:—

““I'he restoration of those portions of the Smith-
gonian edifice which were damaged or destroyed
by the fire last Jonnary is in elow progress. The
cost of labor and materials is so very heavy at
the present time that it 8 not deemed wise to
attempt a very speedy comnletion of the work.
The two large towers have been entirely restored
and are in a five-proof _condition. The rool re-
mains to be put on and the rooms to finish, It
is well known amone etiltivated men conversant
with the Smithgonian Institute that the Smith-
sonian structure was designed and built more tor
externul architectural display than tor practical
internal uzes. In the restoration an opportunity
is turnished to partislly remove this gieat detect
in the bullding,

“It will cosl at least $100,000 to completely
restore the building, an expense which the Insti
tution has not means to moeet, The whole amount
of Smithson's bequest ($515,160) is in the United
Btates Treasury at six per cent.,semi-anounl 1n-
terest, Total annunal income, $30,010,

*This income cannot be used for building pur-
poses under the conditions of the bequest, The
edifice was erected at a cost of §300,000, from
sccumulations of interest before the institution
was establiched. There are $75,000 of this extra
fund, nol uked in buildiog, invested in five per
cent, semi-annual bonds of the State of Indisna,
giving an Income of §3750; and $53,600 of the
same fund in Virginia b(.ll'lli‘i: $£12,000 10 Tennes-

 8ee, and $600 in Georgia bonds, and from these
three lust-pamed States no income has been re-
celved durtng the war., The mrcmhmwa of the
institution for 1564 were as follows:—For build-
ing, lwmiture, and bOxtures, $2620°77: general
expenses, $14,071°50; puolications, researches
and 'ectures, $11,007°48; library, museum, and
lery of arts, $8024-21, Total, $37,5655°00,
otal income received in the same riod
$34,600°14, 1t Js thus seen that in the failure of
the mferest op the Virginla, Tennessee, and
Georgis bonds the current expenses exceeded
the income in the sum of $2869°82, There was,
however, in the United Staws Treasory an une
diawn balance of interest in January, 1804,
amounting to $32,358:90, from which the excess
of expenses and income of 1804 was met, leaving
st the time of the fire & baluonce due the institu-
tlon at the United States Trensury of $20,456.
This suin has, we presume, been nearly or quite
all expended the past year 1o the resteration. 1o
will thus be seen that the completion of the
restoratioa cannot be done from the income of
the institution without encroaching upon its
systematio operations and immense usefulnesa,”
